SENATE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS 


1. ARTHUR H. BREED (OAKLAND) 

Tabled in Senate Committee on Constitutional Amendments 

Amends Constitution, Article IX, section 6. 

Eliminates constitutional guarantees for state and county public school sup- 
port and provision requiring use of all state and 60 per cent of county funds for 
teachers’ salaries. 


2.R. R. INGELS (UKIAH) 

Amended in Senate. In Senate 

Amends Constitution, Article IX, section 6. 

Changes present minimum county support to maximum of $30 and $60 per 
unit of elementary and high school average daily attendance respectively. Makes 
county school tax optional with county boards of supervisors. Eliminates pro- 
vision requiring use of all state and 60 per cent of county funds for teachers’ 
salaries, 


3. ARTHUR H. BREED (OAKLAND) 


In Senate Committee on Governmental Efficiency 

Amends Constitution, Article [X, section 6. 

Reduces state aid to $24 per unit of average daily attendance. Changes present 
minimum county support to a maximum of $30 and $60 per unit of elementary 
and high school average daily attendance respectively. 
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13. ANDREW R. SCHOTTKY (MERCED), BRADFORD S. CRITTENDEN (STOCK. 
TON), AND CHRIS N. JESPERSEN (ATASCADERO) 


In Senate Committee on Constitutional Amendments 

Amends Constitution, Article IX, section 6. 

Creates state public school equalization fund of not less than $15 and $30 
per unit of elementary and high school average daily attendance, respectively, in 
addition to present state school funds. Requires levy of income and selective sales 
taxes. Hmpowers legislature to provide for levy of county and district taxes. 
Eliminates provision requiring all state, and 60 per cent of county, funds to be 
used for teachers’ salaries. 

Identical with A.C.A. 44. 


14. W. P. RICH (MARYSVILLE) 


In Senate Committee on Constitutional Amendments 

Amends Constitution, Article XI, section 18. 

Bonds issued by any political subdivision of state for physical improvements 
may not be issued for longer term than estimated life of improvement or more than 
forty years. Date of first maturity of such bonds must be within three years of date 
of issuance, except in case of bonds for revenue producing utilities when date 
of first maturity must be within four years of date of issuance. Bonds may be made 
subject to call by issuing authority at time and price specified in proposal for 
issuance of bonds. 


20. JOHN B. McCOLL (REDDING), and 11 Others 


Killed in Senate 

Amends Constitution, Article IX, section 6. 

Reduces minimum state support for schools from $30 to $27 per unit of 
elementary and high school average daily attendance. Makes levy of county elemen- 
tary and high school taxes optional with boards of supervisors with maximums of 
$24 and $48 per unit of elementary and high school average daily attendance, 
respectively. Prohibits inclusion of average daily attendance of pupils over 21 
years of age. Eliminates provision requiring all state, and 60 per cent of county, 
funds to be used for teachers’ salaries. 


25. JOE RILEY (BISHOP) 


In Senate Committee on Constitutional Amendments 

Amends Constitution, Article IX, section 4. 

Permits all of perpetual school fund, the interest only on which may now be 
used for the support of common schools, to be used for the support of the common 
schools as is or may be provided for by law. 


28. BRADFORD S. CRITTENDEN (STOCKTON) 


In Senate Committee on Constitutional Amendments 

Adds section 20 to Article XI of Constitution. 

Empowers Legislature to limit expenditures of any political subdivision of 
state and to provide for the assessment and collection of assessments for use of any 
political subdivision by county or city and county officers. 

Identical with A.C.A. 57. 


30. WILLIAM RICHARD SHARKEY (MARTINEZ) and 18 Others 


Amends Constitution, Article IX, sections 6 and 6} and Article XIII, sections 
14, 15, and 16; adds section 20 to Article XI; repeals sections 124 and 18 of 
Artide XIII. 

Retains present minimum state support for elementary and high schools. 
Eliminates present minimum guarantee of county support for elementary and high

schools. Provides that all schools in a county must be supported entirely by county, 
plus state aid. Districts lying in two or more counties to be supported propor- 
tionately by the counties concerned. Not more than fifty per cent of all county 
expenditures may be raised by property taxes. Use of district taxes limited to 
purchase of sites and erection of buildings. Prohibits state from increasing expendi- 
tures, for any biennium more than 5 per cent over previous biennium, except by 
two-thirds vote of each house of the legislature. 

Prohibits any political subdivision of state, including school districts, from 
increasing expenditure for any year more than 5 per cent over previous year except 
with approval of state board of equalization. 

Returns real property of utilities to counties for local taxation. Personal 
property of utilities and all intangibles, regardless of ownership, to be taxed for 
state purposes only. Provides for tax on gross receipts of all persons, joint stock 
associations and corporations, including public utilities, receipts of which are to be 
first applied to state purposes, the balance thereof to be returned to counties on 
basis of population and wealth. 

Identical with A.C.A. 68. 


35. DAVID F. BUSH (OAKDALE) and Six Others 


In Senate Committee on Constitutional Amendments 
Amends Constitution, Article V, section 16. 
Changes, among others, the annual salary of the Secretary of State from 
, thus automatically changing the salary of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction by virtue of Constitution, Article IX, section 2.

Makes compulsory part time education law applicable to persons not high school 
graduates under 16 years of age holding permits to work and not otherwise exempt.

85. HERBERT C. JONES (SAN JOSE) 


In Senate Committee on Education 
Amends School Code section 4.375. 
Reduces present maximum school district tax rates 334 per cent. 
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109. CHARLES KING (HANFORD) 


In Senate Committee on Education 

Amends School Code section 4.51. 

Apportions 50 per cent of federal and mineral royalties now going to state 
junior college fund to counties where royalties were derived to be used in discretion 
of boards of supervisors for support of elementary and high schools. 


122. RAY W. HAYS (FRESNO) 


In Senate Committee on Hducation 

Amends School Code section 3.122. 

Raises minimum kindergarten admission age from four and one-half years 
to five years. 

Identical with A.B. 356. 


123. RAY W. HAYS 


In Senate Committee on Education 

Amends School Code section 4.950; adds sections 4.769 and 4.929. 

Prohibits counting more than one day’s attendance of any elementary, high 
school, or junior college pupil during any calendar day. 

Identical with A.B. 491. 


124. RAY W. HAYS 


In Senate Committee on Hducation 

Amends School Code sections 4.380-4.382. 

Requires minimum tuition charge of $1.00 per person per course from each 
adult pupil in special day and evening high school classes except classes in English 
and citizenship for foreigners and classes in elementary subjects of below the seventh 
grade. Requires all pupils to pay for materials consumed. Fixes maximum tuition 
in any course at cost per pupil for teacher’s salary. 

Identical with A.B. 489. 


127. HERBERT W. SLATER (SANTA ROSA) 


In Senate Committee on Education 

Adds School Code section 4.359; amends sections 4.360, 4.362, 4.363, 4.370, 
4.383; repeals sections 4.864 and 4.365. 

Creates county board of review in each county consisting of county superin- 
tendent of schools, chairman of board of supervisors, and foreman of the grand jury, 
with full power to increase or decrease school district budgets.

132. ARTHUR H. BREED (OAKLAND) 


In Senate Committee on Education 
Gives boards of supervisors same control of school district budgets as board 


has over county budget. 


133. ARTHUR H. BREED (OAKLAND) 


In Senate Committee on Municipal Corporations 
Provides for deposit of moneys of public and municipal corporations in banks 


designated by officer having custody of such funds under conditions prescribed in act. 


140. WILLIAM RICHARD SHARKEY (MARTINEZ) 


In Senate Committee on Finance 

Budget Bill. Makes, among others, appropriations for S5th and 86th fiscal 
years for apportionment to junior college districts of $1,223,640 and for classes for 
physically handicapped children $29,200. 

Identical with A. B. 675. 
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146. JERROLD L. SEAWELL (ROSEVILLE) 


In Senate Committee on Education 
Repeals School Code sections 2.1223 and 6.523. 
Repeals provisions requiring reports of books purchased by school districts. 


167. RAY W. HAYS (FRESNO) 


In Senate Committee on Universities and Teachers. Colleges 

Amends School Code sections 5.1, 5.2, 5.10, 5.84. 

Makes state teachers colleges state colleges. Makes objective of colleges the 
training of teachers and such other educational function as may be assigned to them 
by the Director of Education with the approval of the State Board of Education. 
Authorizes granting of degrees in approved lines. 


229. R. R. INGELS (UKIAH) AND W. P. RICH (MARYSVILLE) 


In Senate Committee on Education 

Repeals School Code sections 4.160, 4.161, 4.220-4.231, 4.702, 4.703; adds 
sections 4.160-4.162, 4.220-4.222; amends sections 4.171, 4.190, 4.241, 4.792, 4.793, 
4.892-4.895. 

Empowers county boards of supervisors to fix amounts to be raised by county 
elementary and high school taxes and to fix the apportionments thereof to the 
elementary and high school districts. Bill effective only upon adoption of constitu- 
tional amendment giving boards of supervisors discretion in the levying of county 
elementary and high school taxes. 


230. R. R. INGELS (UKIAH) AND W. P. RICH (MARYSVILLE) 


In Senate Committee on Education 

Repeals School Code sections 4.160, 4.161, 4.220-4.231, 4.702, 4.703; adds 
sections 4.160, 4.161, 4.220, 4.221; amends sections 4.171, 4.190, 4.241, 4.370, 4.792, 
4.793, 4.892-4.895. 

Essentially the same as S.B. 229. 


231. DAVID F. BUSH (OAKDALE) 


In Senate Committee on Education 
Amends School Code sections 4.365 and 4.366. 
Gives county boards of supervisors control over school district budgets. 


232. DAVID F. BUSH 


In Senate Committee on Education 
Amends School Code sections 4.370—-4.373. 


Follows up Senate Bill 231 and provides for levy of school district taxes based 
on school district budgets as approved by boards of supervisors. 


233. HERBERT C. JONES (SAN JOSE) 


In Senate Committee on Education 


Adds School Code section 6.544. 


Provides that amounts apportioned to elementary school districts from county 


elementary school fund for library fund shall be deducted from amount which would 
otherwise be apportioned to districts from such funds. 


234. HERBERT C. JONES 


In Senate Committee on Education 

Amends School Code section 4.131. 

Provides that state migratory school revolving fund is to be reimbursed 
annually to extent of apportionments therefrom during preceding school year, .

Repeals law providing for registration of minors. 


236. HERBERT C. JONES

Permits but does not require school district boards to grant leaves of absence 


to employees. 


237. HERBERT C. JONES 


In Senate Committee on Education 


Amends School Code section 4.380. 
Provides that school district financial statements of proposed expenditures be 


made for ensuing, instead of current, school year. 


238. HERBERT C. JONES 


In Senate Committee on Education 


Amends School Code section 4.894. 
Changes “special classes of evening high schools” to “evening high school 


classes.” 


239. HERBERT C. JONES 


In Senate Committee on Education 
Repeals School Code sections 3.821-3.324, 3.339, 4.223; adds sections 4.891-1, 


4.891-2; amends sections 4.896 and 4.898. 
Places text of present School Code sections 3.321-3.324 into new School Code 


section 4.891-1 and places text of present School Code section 3.339 into new School 
Code section 4.891-2. Repeals School Code section 4.223. Provides for apportion- 
ment of county high school funds, after apportionments on other bases are made, 
pro rata on total average daily attendance of pupils residing in county and attending 
in high school districts lying wholly or partly within the county. 


240. HERBERT C. JONES

Amends School Code sections 4.347, 4.349, 4.350. 

Eliminates conflicts in School Code relative to approval of school district war- 
rants. Requires approval of majority of district boards and of county superintend- 
ent of schools and county auditor before presentation to claimant. 


241. HERBERT C. JONES

Repeals School Code sections 5.361, 5.365; amends section 5.362. 

Provides for payment of county elementary certificate fees directly into 
unapportioned county elementary school fund, and of county high school certificate 
fees directly into unapportioned county high school fund. 


242. HERBERT C. JONES 

In Senate Committee on Education 

Amends School Code sections 2.676 and 2.680; repeals section 2.677. 

Removes conflict as to calling of elections for formation of junior college dis- 
tricts. County superintendent of schools of county within which greatest area of 
proposed district is located to call election which is to be called within 30 days 


after approval by State Board of Education. 
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243. HERBERT C. JONES 


In Senate Committee on Education 

Amends title and section 1 of Chapter 379, Statutes 1913. 

Permits employment of readers for approved blind students in any approved 
collegiate institution in California. 


244. HERBERT C. JONES 


In Senate Committee on Education 

Amends School Code sections 4.360, 4.362, 4.365, 4.383; repeals sections 4.363 
and 4.364. 

Advances dates for preparation of school district budgets from July 1 to 
June 1 and advances other dates relating to budgets. 


245. HERBERT C. JONES

Amends School Code sections 4.701 and 4.703. 
Makes sections conform to constitutional provision relative to use of state and 


county funds for teachers’ salaries. 


275. R. Rw INGELS (UKIAH) 


In Senate Committee on Governmental Efficiency 

Adds Political Code section 920a. 

Prohibits all state, county, or municipal officers or employees, under penalty 
of forfeiture of office, from appointing as an officer, deputy, or employee of the state, 
ccunty or municipality any relative within the third degree. 


276. R. R. INGELS (UKIAH) 

In Senate Committee on Education 

Adds School Code section 3.10-1. 

Empowers county superintendents of schools to contract with federal govern- 
ment to receive money for attendance of Indian children in the schools of the 


county. 


25. EDGAR W. STOW (SANTA BARBARA) and Five Others 


In Senate Committee on Governmental Efficiency 

Provides that persons receiving pension or retirement salary from state or 
any political subdivision relinquishes all right to such pension or retirement salary 
upon accepting or holding any office, trust or employment with state or any political 
subdivision paying more than traveling expenses. 


286. HERBERT W. SLATER (SANTA ROSA) 


In Senate Committee on Education 

Amends School Code sections 2.870—2.872. 

Requires newly elected members of elementary district boards to take office 
on first Monday following first Saturday in April succeeding their election instead 
of first day in May. 


287. HARRY A. PERRY (FERNDALE) 


In Senate Committee on Education 

Amends School Code sections 6.470; repeals sections 6.476-6.478 and Chapter 
582, Statutes 1929. 

Repeals law requiring rural elementary district to purchase standard school 
supplies through county superintendent of schools or county purchasing agent. 
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838. RAY W. HAYS (FRESNO), WILLIAM E. HARPER (SAN DIEGO) and BERT 
B. SNYDER (SANTA CRUZ) 


In Senate Committee on Motor Vehicles 

Repeals Civil Code section 17144, imposing liability upon state and political 
subdivisions for injury to person or damage to property resulting from negligent 
operation of motor vehicles by any officer, agent, or employee thereof while acting 
within scope of office, agency or employment.
